NO COINS LESS THAN A QUARTER 

1 Dimes and Nickels Not Wanted in tbe 
Klondike District. 

Tacoma, Wash. —Coins smaller than 
25 cents are unpopular in the Klon¬ 
dike. The merchants do not like t>. 
handle them, aud no newspaper ever 
sells at Dawson or on the creeks fo r 
less tlinn 25 cents. For these reasons 
|a continuous stream of uiekels and 
dimes finds its way back into the 
■ Dawson postofHco, and the coins are 
i sent thence through the banks back 
I to Canada anti the United States. 

The public generally sends its email 
j coins to the postoffice, because 
stamps are purchasable with thorn. 

Tlie postmaster would not attempt to 
put them back into Klondike ©iix»u!a- 
f ioD, knowing that he would soon gei 
them back again. 

The supply of small coins is main¬ 
tained by the people who come in 
bom the outside. Unless they givf' 
them away at church col Sections, or 
in other donations, their >uly oppor¬ 
tunity of using them is to save them 
j until they return outside, or send 
i them to the postotfice. A tenderfoot 
i who bought 40 eeuts’ worth of nails 
in a Dawson hardware i ’ ore, paying 
. for them in nickels and dimes, was 
astonished to see the proprietor take 
them to the stove and throw them it - 
: to t he blazing tire.

Oakland.—A stout shoe sole is all 
that saved. John Goons, a stevedore at 
Long wharf, from being dashed to 
death, after lie had been hauled aloft, 
head downward, by being caught iu 
the jaws of a coal bucket. Goons was 
loading coal into the heavy iron 
buckets in the hold of a coiliet. His 
right foot caught in the open jaws of 
an empty bucket, and the hoisting 
machinery started it out of the .hold. 
As the bucket raised the jaws auto¬ 
matically closed, carrying the trap¬ 
ped coal heaver into mid-air. vribere 
he dangled in sight of scores of work¬ 
men. Tiie heavy shoe held together, 
however, until the bucket and the 
prisoner were nafeiy lowered. Goons 
was -wrenched and bruised, but escap¬ 
ed serious injury.

No other government in the world 1 
attempts to give its people sueli fre¬ 
quent and detailed information about 1 
crops as the United States furnishes 
to the farmers of the country in its 
monthly crop reports: nor is there any 
other country which could furnish re¬ 
ports so diversified and. from tin; point 
of view of ail the people, so hopeful. 
Size is in itself often, perhaps usually, : 
an element ol strength. This is as 
true of a country as of an individual; 
but the strength ol' the United States 
lies more in differences of soil and va¬ 
riety of climate than in mere extent 
of territory. These differences mean 
diversified products—a fact which the 
crop reports bring out at a glance—and 
therefore reduced liability of wide¬ 
spread suffering through local crop 
failures.

Ihe new head of the Catholic Church, Cardinal Joseph Sarto, who lias 
taken the title of Pius X. ascends the Papal throne at the same age as lii.s 
predecessor, Pope Leo XIII. He brings to that exalted office tlie same noble 
qualities ns those of the departed Pontiff. He litis been distinguished for 
bis learning, tlie purity of bis life and Ills liberal Ideas, so that there will 
probably be little change in (he policy of Hie Holy See, either in its internal 
administration or in Us broader relations to tlie world at large. 

Tile election of Cardinal Sarto, since 1893 the patriarch of Venice, was 
somewhat of a surprise. His name was not prominently mentioned among 
those who, in tlie popular estimate, were likely to lie chosen. He was men¬ 
tioned, however, as a compromise candidate. 

The election apparently gives world wide satisfaction. The church in 
France and Germany favors tlie choice and here in the United States the 
leaders of tlie hierarhey say that no more acceptable person could be se¬ 
lected. lhus the new Pontiff enters upon his duties amil general expression 
of good will. 

Cardinal Sarto was born at ltiese. Province of Venice, June 2. 1835. In 
1893 lie was created Cardinal and Patriarch of Venice. He lias liad a wide 
reputation for his learning, especially in ecclesiastical affairs, and lias been 
noted as a good organizer and administrator—qualities which are requisite in 
Papal affairs. He is a liberal patron of the arts, as so many of bis prede¬ 
cessors have been, and despite ills 98 years is a man of energy and activity 

Cardinal Sarto belonged to the ecclesiastical congregations of bishops and 
regulars, sacred rites, indulgences and sacred relics. He enjoyed great pop¬ 
ularity in his diocese. He Is honored by all for ids purity, for tlie strict up¬ 
rightness of ills life, and for liberal Ideas. Ho is a modest and agreeable 
man, highly cultivated and very kind hearted. 11c has never taken great part 
in the political and public life of tiie church; but divided ids time between 
study and good works. Although most faithful to tlie Holy See he was pre¬ 
sented to tlie King and Queen of Italy in Venice. He was considered among 
the most liberal members of the Italian episcopate and Sucred College 

Although little is known of the new Pope's political tendencies, he is con¬ 
sidered to be one likely to avoid contllcts and to continue tlie moderate pol¬ 
icy of Pope Loo and Cardinal Rampolla. Officials in Rome recall ids tactful 
course in receiving tlie King and Queen of Italy at Venice, which removed 
much of the friction hitherto existing, and led to n warm friendship between 
Sarto and Queen Helena. This Incident is cited as an evidence of ids concil 
ititory disposition and the likelihood of no material change Likin- place in tlie 
policy of the Vatican. The new Pope is one of the greatest preachers of the 
church. '

More than 500 pianos were totally 
ruined in tin- recent floods In Kansas 
. The piano houses of the city arc 
busy tearing apart the water-soaked 
I i.'UT.mrnts, saving some of the hard¬ 
ware, and sending the polished wood 
to the kindling heaps. 

"There is no salvage to a soaked pi¬ 
ano.'’ s.iitl a prominent piano man. 
•'When they get wet up to the keys 
they are ruined.” 

The .1. \Y. Jenkins Music Company 
lost two carloads of new pianos that 
and not been unloaded from the cars. 
They wore soaked and rendered useless 
in the boxes in which they came from 
the factory. Then there were approx¬ 
imately "."0 rented pianos in the flood. 
Those are a total loss to the dealers 
who had placed them in the various 
homes. 

A piano Is made up of very delicate 
parts. One tine-looking instrument 
which had apparently fart'd well in the 
Immersion was till in pieces at the 
workshop of the Jenkins Music Com¬ 
pany yesterday. It did not look to lie 
n ruin, good only for the scrap heap, 
but that was its announced condition. 
•The polish on the outer surface wns as 
line as ever. All the interior mech¬ 
anism was in apparently good shape. 
But there were faintly perceptible 
warplngs and a trace of rust on the. 
metal. The keys had become swollen 
and warped until they were immov- 
n bio. 

It is the intention of the companies 
who have damaged pianos to make 
some experiments with the better ones 
in an effort to find out whether it be 
possible to rejuvenate the instruments. 
But every piano house in the city has 
announced that it will never send out I 
for sale or hire any of tin- Instruments 
that have been flooded. 

The collection of damaged pianos In 
the Kansas City warehouses embraces 
instruments from tile aristocratic $1. 
800 symphony in mahogany to the 
humble $150 kind in imitation of some 
thing which it is not. And they are 
all valueless. The salvage Is not worth 
more than the cost of taking the instru¬ 
ment to pieces. 

"The hardware in them," said one of j 
the men at work wrecking pianos in | 
the warerooms of F. G. Smith, "Is all) 
that can be saved. It Is worth about j 
00 cents in each Instrument.” 

The value of pianos destroyed in the 
Kansas City flixxl exceeds $200,000.— 
Kansas City Journal.

Ihe value of a looking glass is usual¬ 
ly estimated by the thickness of Uie 
glass, because the thicker it is the 
stronger it must be.

There are really three reflections and 
consequently three images in every 
glass mirror, one from the upper sur 
face of the glass, the second from the 
lower surface and the third from the 
metallic layer at Ihe back.

Adurol Developer.—Adtirol without alkali gives an excellent developer, 
Water, sulphite of soda and adurol form the working solution, which gives 
excellent shadows without the slightest fog. Only when under-exposed, the 
usual quantity of alkali should he added to the developer. The picture ap¬ 
pears slowly, ttiking even as much as a minute, when over-exposed. Bro- 
lnide of potassium is a good retarder for adurol. In the collodion-emulsion 
process adurol has the great advantage of hydroebinone, preventing the 
settlement of any impure matter at less pure places. A great advantage is 
also the strong insensibility of the materials toward the carbonic acid of the 
atmosphere.

M indow rranspareneles. -Old cast-off negatives can excellently be made 
use of. A strong fixing soda solution, to which is added an abundant quanti¬ 
ty of red prussinte of potassium, is prepared as reducer, and in this prepara¬ 
tion they are left until the old pictures have entirely disappeared. The plates 
are then well washed and dried. For sensitizing, the ordinary blue solution, 
consisting of equal parts of a solution of green oxide of iron ammonia and 
red prussinte of potassium. Is applied. (The formula for this will follow at 
the end.i 1 'lie hath should act for at least five to six minutes, after which 
the plates are taken out. and are placed in a dark room to dry. On the 
following day print under a negative. The exposure should uot be too short, 
and a little overexposure will do no harm. When the plate is taken from 
the printing-frame, put it. film side up, in a tray with water, and the dia- 
posltive will almost at once appear clearly. If the exposure was too long 
the shadows will remain yellow; but this will do no harm, as the further 
treatment will make this discoloration disappear again. Prepare now a so¬ 
lution oi ordinary soda (about 10 per cent.) and bathe the well-washed dis¬ 
positive. It seems to disappear completely, the whole picture becomes vel- 
low and thin. Now wash again thoroughly, and put the plate in verv'di- 
luted muriatic nckl-about 1 to 80-and you will lie astonished how slow' and 
handsome the blue picture is building tip. As soon as the desired intensity 
has been obtained, wash again and dry on a rack. The formula for prepar¬ 
ing the blue solution is according to Professor Valenta: 

Solution 1—Red prussiate of potassium. 4.5 g.; distilled water. 50 g. So¬ 
lution 2 Green citric oxide of iron ammonia. 12.5 g.; distilled water 50 - 
Equal parts of Solutions 1 and 2 are mixed. For a few 9x12 plates 30 to 10 
c. c. tn. sensitizing solution are sufficient.—Photographic Times.

Of every thousand suits for breach 
of promise to marry, at least nine hun¬ 
dred and ninety-nine are brought by 
women. Now, it is probable that men 
are the victims of such breaches at 
least as often as women, and therefore 
the question arises whether the vast 
predominance of feminine plaintiffs 
has and significance as to the relative 
delicacy of mind possessed by the two 
sexes. For a breach of promise suit 
is essentially indelicate. To bring it 
requires a more or less brutal indiffer¬ 
ence to public ridicule, and an amaz¬ 
ing willingness to place one's self 
and one's private emotions under de¬ 
risive inspection and vulgar commen¬ 
tary.

One of t ho largest and handsomest 
of tDo martens, he has also agility, 
strength and endurance for any two 
of liis kind put together. Measuring 
about three feet in length, with a slim, 
vigorous body, the fisher will travel 
enormous distances in a single night, 
bounding lightly up iuto the air. with 
his nose turned up in order to catch 
every whiff of scout, outwitting other 
animals and iho cleverest trappers and 
making himself at home wherever he 
happens to find himself. 

He generally chooses ns his hunting 
grounds the thickly covered Dills and 
ridges where the hemlock and spruce 
grow in abundance, but lie is as much 
at home on the tree tops as on the 
ground and can sleep as soundly in a 
low hollow of a tree as on a branch of 
a fir tree, where lie will lie stretched 
out in tin* sunshine like any old oat.

Many a useless mile lias the 
trapper walked in this manner, and 
many good baits lias lie lost by the 
very same shrewd, cunning animal he 
is trying to trace and catch.—Collier's 
Weekly.
